Burning- Mine. 


SILVER CLIFF, Coi.., November 15—At 


6:20 
p. m. yesterday tbe alarm vras given 


lhat the works at the Bull Domingo were 
on Ore. Tour correspondent, at the sug- 
gestion of Mr. Cooper, who Is superin- 
tendent of the concentrator, rode with 
him to the scene. The whole superstruc- 
ture had become Involved In the flame 
and was nearly ready to full. 
It wus 


then learnec1 that there were ten men 
la tlie 550 level, who had not been re- 
leased. Otherwise no accident to 
lit 


had occurred. The first thin" to do 
was to clear away tho debris Irom tho 
main shaft in order to get communica- 
tion with the victims below. A line was 
formed to carry water from the nearest 
well, and another force set to work re- 
moving the burning timbers about the 
month of the shaft. The Bab cock engine 
was brought from the cliff, and at 11 p. 
m. the fires were extinguished, also the 
timbers at the upper part of ihe shaft, 
which were then consumed down about 
fifty feet. 


A hoisting apparatus was extempoi ize3, 


to lift away the fallen timbers and the 
work of excavation began. Mr. Brownell 
was tbe first to be carried down the west 
shaft at S a. m. and found the air very 
pood at a distance of abont fifty feet. 
Yesterday morning Mr. Tom Armstrong, 
foreman, was lowered 200 feet with a like 
report. 


iThe names of the miners below are H. 


Westlall, Wm. Strong, Elmer Heister, 
Wm. Patton, N. Degrassber, Jno. Lobby, 
Geo. 
Smith, Simon Baptlsta, B. Bnptlsta 


and Con. Nourse. Messrs. Strouz, De- 
Rrassber, Patton, Smith, Baptista and 
Cobby are married men. There were al 
least 300 men constantly at work clear- 
ing away the rnlns and hoisting material 
from the shalt and bringing water. From 
the ontset, yesterday morning a force of 
carpenters were at work balldinj a crib to 
protect the shaft, In order to make it se- 
tare to work down to toe level where the 
men were supposed to b«. 


Mr. Armstrong, who w»s In the works 


at the time, states tbatth« fire originated 
near the omoke-stack on the rool of the 
north wing of the building and spread 
with such rapidity that the holster was 
almost Instantly ou llro and after not 
more than three minutes It could not be 
worked so us to lower a cage for the 
mon below. Mr. Foss, the superinten- 
dent, who usually descends the shaft at 
the six o'clock shift, happened to be de- 
tained at his office, and at once respond- 
ed to the alarm. He confirms the origin 
of the accident. He fonnd steam con- 
nections severed, und the holster .could 
not be worked nor tbe flames snodued. 


The length of the obstruction Is un- 


known nod it is impossible to determine 
how soon anything definite can be known 
M to the men below. Tho first man to 
descend for active exploration was Mr. 
1. Jones, next Wm. Keener, then Sam 
Frisk, followed by Jako Rohrbach and 
Tom Armstrong. The shatt waa found 
slear down to about four hundred feet, 
fvhor« obstructions delayed working until 
Dearly 5 p. m. At the latest hour, how- 
ever, the signal was given to haul up at 
the top, and Mr. Armstrong soon ap- 
ponred with tho announcement that all 
were dead. Five were found at tlio drill 
In the farther end of the 660 drift 
and 


:lve near tho mouth, aad all Indications 
tppear to sliow that they must have ex- 
pired at an early date, as no counsel 
Was held between! the two parties, and 
ihe bodies were quite cold nnd rigid.
